The Last of Repeal 
Legislation. 


Speaker Crisp Puts an End to 
Filibustering. 


Silver Men in the House Taken 
by Surprise. 


The Bill is Sent to Cleveland 
and is Signed. 


Mr. Bland Declares It a Stock-Jobbing Spec- 
ulation-Cannon of California Votes 
for the Measure—The Vote 
in Detail. 


Ry Telegraph to The Ti'nes. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.--(By the As- 


sociated Press. Silver purchases by the 
.government ceased today. The pur- * 
pose for which President Cleveland 


called Congress together in extraordi- 
nary session was accomplished at 4:25 
o'clock this afternoon, when he affixed 
his signature to the bill to repeal un- 
conditianally the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman law. 

Only twenty-seven men could be ral- 
lied for a last stand by the silver lead- 
ers. Their small following might have 
succeeded had they been led by experi- 
enced and skillful parliamentary tacti- 
clans. Neither Representative Bryan 
nor Snodgrass, his lieutenant, are well 
versed in parliamentary procedure, and 
when thrown off their guard by a mo- 
mentary distraction, they exposed their 
flank by failing to follow one filibuster- 
ing motion with another. 

Speaker Crisp overwhelmed them by 
putting the pending motion to order the 
previous question. ‘Tt was carried with 
aroar. The filibusters had been caught 
napping, and nothing remained, for 
them except to submit. For thirty” min- 
utes under the rule followed a rattle of 
oratory, amid great confusion and ex- 
citement.. At its conclusion a vote was 
taken on Bland’s free coinage substi- 
The majority against it was 73. 


| "Then came a final vote on concurring 


in the senate amendments. The vote 
stood 193 for concurrence and 94 against. 

When the original bill passed the 
House on August 28, the vote stood 201 
to 100; so, although the total vote to- 
day is smalier, the proportion is prac- 
tically the same. The final vote in the 
House was taken at 2:50 p.m. The Dill 
was engrossed immediately, and, 
twenty’ minutes later, at 3:10 p.m., the 
formal announcement was made to the 
Senate that its amendment had: been 
agreed to by the House. The bill was 
hurriedly enrolled, and, at 3:30 o'clock, 
was presented to Speaker Crisp for his 
signature. A messenger carried it to 


minutes later, by Vice-President Stev- 
enson. 

Chairman Péarson of the Committee 
on Enrolled Bills, with the measure 
under his arm, entered a_ carriage 
awaiting him and drove rapidly to the 
White House. The. President had been 
kept duly advised of the progress of 
events: indeed, he manifested so much 
interest in the vote in the House 
that, at his request, a é dupli- 
cate of the names of those who 
had voted for and against the concur- 
rence was made soon after the roll-call 
was completed, and this list was lying 
on his desk when Mr. Pearson arrived 
with the bill. 

Secretary Carlisle, Atty.-Gen. Olney 
and ‘Private Secretary Thurber were 
present. After felicitating with each 
other for a few moments over the vie- 
tory that had been achieved, the Pres- 
ident took up the engrossed copy of the 
bill and read it aloud; then, picking up 


4:25 p.m., and thus, 85 days, 4 hrs. and 
25 min. after the extraordinary session 
had convened, the remedy for financial 
distress which Cleveland had demanded 
was applied. 

An analysis of the vote shows that 
124 Democrats, sixty-eight Republicans 
and one Populist, Cannon of California, 
voted for concurrence, and seventy 
Democrats, fifteen Republicans and nine 
Populists against the motion. The fol- 
lowing voted for the Bland free coinuge 
substitute and also for concurrence: 
Messrs. Alderson, Black of Georgia, 
Brookshire, Donovan, Edmunds of Vir- 
ginia, Geary, Holman, Richardson of 
Michigan, Swanson, Marshall, Turpin, 
Post and Tyler, while” Nefil, Weaver 
and Kyle who voted for the free coin- 
age substitute, did not vote on the final 
vote. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, "Nov. 1.— (By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE.—Senator 
Hill offered a resolution toamend the 
rules, and prevent endless filibustering. 
This was referred tothe Committee on 
Rules. Also one by Hill to authorize 
the presiding officer to count a quo- 
rum present, but not voting. 

Senator Hoar had read a bill pro- 
viding for an appropriation of $50,000 
for relief of the sufferers by the re- 
cent storm in the Sea Islands on the 
coast of South Carolina. With it was 
a memorial, prepared by Clara Barton 
of the Red Cross Society. 

The House resolution, for printing, 
instead of writing, engrossed and en- 
rolled Congressional bills, was agreed 
to. 

The bill amending the act for the 
exclusion of Chinese was taken. up, 
and Senator Gray explained its. provi- 
sions: Senator Hoar offered an amend- 
ment in the nature of a substitute, 
striking out all but the enacting 
clause. The amendment suspends Chi- 
nese immigration pending the settle- 
ment of the whole question by treaty 


with the Chinese government, and 
amends the provisions of, the existing 


the Senate. where it was signed, twooel” 


e-quill pen, efixed his autograph, at | 


law regarding registration and the 
trials of Chinese aliens. 

Senator Davis also offered a substi- 
tute, providing for the repeal of all 
existing laws excluding Chinese im- 
migration. 

Senator Palmer took exception to 
the provisions of the bill rejecting the 
evidence in caurt of Chinese witnesses 
and the clause refusing bail to Chi- 
nese arrested under the provisions of 
the bill before guilt is established. 

Senator Perkins of California said 
that California people were satisfied 
with the present law. It was the ad- 
ministration and the attorneys of Chi- 

nese who are making requests for a 
change. Senator Perkins said the Chi- 
nese now see their mistake, and, if the 
time for registration is extended ac- 
cording to the provisions of the bill they 
might comply. The people of California 
and other States have doubts, however. 
He thought the result would be that the 
Chinses Six Companies and their attor- 
neys would ask another extension. 

Senator Perkins read a letter from 
the Chief of Police of San Francisco, 
Saying that of the arrests for crime 
except for drunkenness in San Fran- 
cisco, about 80 per cent. were from 
Chinese inhabitants. Not 20 per cent. 
of the Chimese in Calffornia had been 
converted to Christianity. Careful som- 
putation reveals the fact, said Senator 
Perkins, that since they began coming 
to this country in numbers, they have 
taken or sent back to China $810,000,000 
of American money. 

Senator Dolph spoke in defense of the 
Geary law. 

At 3:55 p.m. the Clerk of the House 
peared and presented the repeal bill, 
ouncing the concurrence of the 
House in the Senate amendments. The 
Vice-President then announced his sig- 
nature to the bill. 

The consideration of the Chinese Ex- 
clusion Act was resumed, and Senator 
Squire offered an amendment, appro- 
priating $100,000 for the enforcement 
during the present fiscal year, of several 
acts regulating and prohibiting Chinese 
immigration, and addressed the Senate 
in advocacy thereof. 

Senator Frye said the Geary law was 
a dishonor to the country, morally a 
crime and commercially a blunder. 

Senator Gray attempted to secure 
unanimous consent for a vote to the 
pending bill at 4 o’clock, saying the 
hope was expressed on the Democratic 
side that there could be an adjourn- 
ment of Congress on the day after to- 
morrow. 

Senator Hoar objected, and after a 
brief executive session, the Senate ad- 
journed. 

HOUSE.—Representative Bland, hav- 
ing declined the offer of Representa- 
tive Wilson to allow debate for one 
hour, or two or three hours, having 
refused to enter into any agreement 
whatever that did not leave the re- 
peal bill open for general debate and 
amendment, Mo. W demanded the 
previous question: 

Representative Bryan of Nebraska, 
on behalf of the silver men, at once 


moved to adjourn, and demanded a 


division. The motion was defeated—26 
to 108. 

The silver men then need a recess 
until 3 p.m. This was also defeated 
on division. The /filibustering con- 
tinued, but, without a roll-call having 
been secured. The silver men made 
an ineffectual attempt in that direc- 
tion, but, on division, twenty-nine mem- 
bers demanded the yeas and nays, and 
185 were against the motion, so it 
was lost. Thus the silver men had 
not been even able to muster sufficient 
strength to secure a roll-call. 

After this, they again resorted to 
alternate dilatory motions for adjourn- 
ment and recess, and it seemed that 
the silver men could keep up filibuster- 
ing indefinitely, if the resolution was 
not brought in. 


Speaker Crisp took advantage of a 
momentary lull to put a motion for the 
previous question, which was declared 
carried. Representative Bryan of Ne- 
braska, was demanding the attention 
of the Speaker, but was not seen. It 
was all done so quickly that the silver 
men did not seem to know what had 
happened. The result was greeted with 
loud applause. 

Representative Snodgrass of Tennes- | 
see moved to adjourn, but the Speaker | 
said that he had recognized Mr. Wilson 
and the latter could not be taken cff , 
the floor. 

Wilsen- asked Mr. Bland to -eon- 

sume fifteen minutes to Which. that 
side was entitled. Mr. Bland began his 
address, but not before Mr. Snodgrass 
asserted that dilatory motions would be 
continued on the other stages of pro- 
ceedings before a vote could be reached 
on the main propositon. 

Mr. Bland created a sensation by de- 
claring that the extra session and this 
whole legislation has been thrust upon 
the people as a stock-jobbing specula- | 
tion. 


Representative Bryan of Nebraska | 


followed Mr. Bland. When Mr. Bryan's 
time expired Mr. Pence of Colorado 
moved that he be given ten minutes 


more. 
Representative Outhwaite of Ohio ob- | 


jected. Mr. Wheeler of Alabama fol- 
lowed, exhausting the silver men’s 
time, but Mr. Wilson yielded five min- 


utes to Representative Springer of Il- 
linois, thew five to Mr. Liviras*.a of 
Georgia and five to Mr. Reed of Maine. 
Mr. Reed said the country was gen- 
erally better off when the Democratic 
party was disappointed. This was a 
serious experiment which must be tried. 
Congress had at last done its duty, but 
the delay had robbed the measure of 
most of its good. He predicted calamity 
and misfortune, despite the passage of 
the bill, and referred to the impending 
changes in the tariff as the cause, 


Representative Tracy of New York |

talked two minutes, and 
closed the debate at 2 p.m., ang de- 
manded a vote. 

Bland moved to commit the bil to 
the Committee on Coinage, Weights and 
Measures, with instruction&S to report 
the law of 1837, which would provide 
for free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
The yeas and nays were ordered and 
the motion was defeated—109 to 175. 


Mr. Bryan announced that the anti-:

THE TOMB 


Creat Popular Tribute 
at Chicago. 


Laid at Rest. 


The Civic and Military Author- 
ities Attend. 


Numerous Societies Turn Out in 
Full Foree. 


An Unprecedented Event at the Lakeside 
City—A Line of Citizens Passes by 
the Bier All Night—The Fu- 
neral Procession. 


By Telegraph to Tie Times. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) With solemn pomp and 
imposing ceremonies befitting the in- 
terment of the chief magistrate of the 
World’s Fair city and his dramatic fate, 
Carter H. Harrison's body was escorted 
to Graceland Cemetery today by an 
enormous throng of sorrowing citizens. 

All night long two lines of people 
passed steadily by the bier on which 
the remains lay in state in the City 
Hall corridor. The crowd gradually de- 
creased toward morning, as those who 
had stood in line for hours to get a 
last glimpse of the familiar features 
passed into the flower-decked corridor, 
but the early comers soon lengthened 
the lines again, and when, finally, the 
time arrived for beginning the cere- 
monies of the day and the doors were 
closed, it left a vast throng in the out- 
side debarred of the privilege of seeing 
the peaceful features of the departed 
chief executive. How many thousand 
looked into the casket during the 
twenty-four hours in which the body 
lay in state, it is impossible to esti- 
mate. 

‘After the door was closed, the re- 
mains, were tenderly borne from the 
black-draped corridor and placed in the 
funeral car, through a great crowd, 
gathered to see the murdered mayor's 
last leave-taking of the scene of his 
labors on behalf of the city that he 
loved. The biack car slowly passed and 
took its place in the waiting procession. 
As it drew into line, the march was 
taken up. and thousands who _ had 
gathered to honor the dead moved 
slowly through the crowded streets with 
banners draped and to the sad music of 
funeral marches by the bands distrib- 
uted at intervals through the long line. 

Out from the center of the city the 
great procession marched across the 
river to the beautiful Church of the 
Epiphany, near the late executive's 
home. All along the line of march peo- 
ple with sad faces and bared heads 
watched the somber column, and about

Arrived at the church, the remains 
were carried in, deposited in front of 
the chancel, where, in an impressive 
manner, the solemn service for the dead 
was performed. At its close, the pro- 
cession again took up the line of march 
to Graceland Cemetery. It moved in 
the following order:

The Wild Plunge of an 
Electric Car 


Through an Open Drawbridge 
With Six People. 


A Number of Passengers Have a 
Narrow Escape. 


Trial of the Curtis Jury-fixers—The Pied- 
mont Cable Company Insolvent—

Still Intact.

PORTLAND, Nov. 1.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) One of the most horrible 
accidents in the history of the city oc- 


An electric car from Oregon City 
plunged off the Madison-street bridge 
into the Willamette River drowning all 
of the occupants who fell with it, and 
who are thought to have been six in 
in number. The car contained about 
twenty passengers, but ten of them es- 
caped by jumping just as the car left 
the bridge. 

A heavy fog was prevailing at the 
time of the accident, and the draw of 
the bridge was open for the passing of 
the steamer Elwood. before 
ithe. car reached the edge of the draw, 
the conductor saw the impending dan- 
ger and gave the alarm. The passen- 
era, rushed out of the car in a con- 
fused mass, and it is thought all but 
six of them succeeded in getting off 
safely. 

‘Three bedies were quickly recovered 
and taken to the morgue. They are 
those of: 

CHARLES BRECKMAN, a _ book- 
keeper; he leaves a widow. 

ALEX CAMPBELL, a saloon-keeper, 
who heaves a widow and a child. 

JOHN P. ANDERSON, a cabinet- 
maker; tHe leaves a widow and _ five 
chi: dren. 

Three men named Bennock, Sladter 
and Scott are missing. Several of the 
passengers received slight injuries in 
jumping from the car. 

Motorman C. F. Terry gives the fol- 
lowing version of the accident: ‘‘When 
the car came on the bridge the power 
was thrown off and the car approached 
the draw at a low rate of speed. The 
fog was so heavy that I was unable to 
see the lights at the draw. When about 
four spans from the draw I put on the 
brakes, but. owing to the slippery con- 
dition of the track, they refused to 


work, and I had no sand “(for the 
wheels. 
“When within one span of the draw 


I reversed the caf, but the then momen- 
tum was so great that this was of no 
avail. @Seeing that it was impossible to 
avert an accident I jumped, catching 
the railing of the bridge just as the 
car crashed through the wooden gate 
in front of the chasm.” 

Conductor W. C. Power states that 
he was standing in the front part of 
the car, making out his report, when he 
saw the impending danger. The car 
was then but a few feet from the gate. 
He shouted to the passengers to jump 


a scramble followed. 


The conductor states that his register 
of the fares paid shows eleven. This, 
however, is no index to the number of 
passengers, as many of the latter, who 
came from points outside the city lim- 
its, paid double fares, which were shown 
Ly the register as two fares, 
while representing but one _ pas- 
«enger. In addition, there were 
a number of passengers riding on 
tickets issued by the company, which 
are punched by the conductor, but are 
not recorded. The conductor thinks 
that there were eighteen or twenty 
persons on the car. 

Preparations were made for a diver 
to go down to the car, which lies at a 
depth of thirty feet. The conductor 
and motorman were placed under arrest, 
but were released on their own recog- 
nizance. There was only one lady pas- 
senger in the car, a Miss Thayer, who, 
in the scramble to get out of the car, 
was caught in the doorway, from 
whence she was extricated without se- 
rious injury.

Preserving Fruit for Exhibition. 

E. W. Maslin, secretary of the State 
Board of Trade, recently sent out direc- 
tions for preserving fruit for ex- 
hibition with special reference to the 
Midwinter Fair. Since then he has 
issued the following circular as a 


postscript to his previous communica- 
tion: 


“My attention has been called to a 
lack of clearness in the statement as to 
the amount of glycerine to be used in 
the fluid to preserve fruit for exhibi- 
tion, and I beg to restate the directions. 

“A gallon of water weighs 128 ounces. 
The average per cent. of soluble matter 
in a ripe peach, for instance, is 10 per 
ecent., equal to 12.80 ounces. For 
peaches, therefore, there should be 
added to every gallon of: water 12 
ounces, by weight, of glycerine, or four- 
fifths that amount by fluid ounce 
measure. If the fruit be prepared be- 
fore thoroughly ripe, about two-thirds 
of the amount of glycerine named will 
be sufficient. 

“If bi-sulphate of soda is used, be 
careful to buy the pure and not the com- 
mefcial article; the first is white, the 
second is darker in color. If the com- 
mercial article is used, then use three 
ounces to the gallon of water, and allow 
the sediment to settle. 

“Mr. Lelong informs me that he 
prevents the fruit from cracking by 
using one-fourth part of alcohol. 

“Unless the saccharometer is used 
you have to guess at the percentage 
of soluble matter. No rule can be laid 
down, execept to remember that the 
juice of fruit raised on hill land, in a 
warm climate and unirrigated, has a 
greater density than that: of fruit 
raised under opposite conditions. The 
average is about what is stated in 
former circular.”’ 


There are many different systems, 
= bad and indifferent, of preserving 
ruit for exhibition purposes, but no 
method has yet been found that is ab- 
solutely satisfactory. The trouble is in 
retaining the color of the fruit. No 
method has yet been discovered that 
will do this for a length of time, al- 
though several persons have, from time 
to time, announced the discovery of 
such a liquid. Meantime, exhibitors 
who wish to preserve their fruit for a 
long time will have to be satisfied with 
retaining its shape and consistency.

The published inter- 
view with Morton Frewen, the Englisn 
bimetallist, quotes him as saying: ‘If 
the price of.silver bullion falle, as I ex-

London 
has been praying that you will stop 
your silver purchases, thinking that then 
your stock market may recover, so 
that she may send -you home-your-se- 
curities realized at higher prices. We 
are in no position to buy. The great 
English manufacturing fortunes have 
suffered terribly. 

‘‘When we, in England, have financial 
troubles, times are hard and prices are 
depressed so that your exports to En-_ 
gland fall off, and, your imports “re- 
maining the same, the gold leaves You. 
To borrow gold in England and bring 
it here inevitably turns the balance of 
trade against this country. It would 
turn it. even in the face of a great 
harvest; so that gold begins to flow 
back again on the nearest ship. 

“Austria is trying to get gold and 
hold it in this way. Weckherle, her 
finance minister. is an intelligent man, 
but knows nothing whatever about the 
theory of foreign exchanges. Goschen 
to}d him, three years since, that, while 
Austria could borrow gold, she could 
never keep it, except under lock and 
key. and it is still all under lock and 
key, but gold is already at a premium 
in the dual monarchy. 

‘Unlock the treasury doors and it 
will disappear at once, and you here 
will discover also that with the wages 
and prices in England falling by leaps 
and bounds, to.try to bring British gold 
here is merely to pour water in a 
sieve.”

CARTER H. HARRISON. 


His Public and Private 
Character 


As Analyzed by Editor Joseph 
Medill of Chicago. 


A Man of Enormous Egotism and 
Vaulting Ambition. 


His Tenacity of Purpose, Ceaseléss Industry 
and Bonhomie—A Good-tempered Es- 
timate Based on a Forty 
Years’ Acquaintance. 


A further interview by The Times 
with Mr. Medill has developed the fol- 
lowing yery interesting and somewhat 
critical analysis of the character of the 
late Carter H. Harrison. The reporter 
asked Mr. Medill: 


“What is your estimate of the char- 
acter, public and private, of the late 
Mayor Harrison?” 

RECOLLECTIONS OF FORTY YEARS. 

“My acquaintance with him extended 
over a period of nearly forty years. 
He arrived in Chicago a few months 
after I did. He came from the blue- 
grass region of Kentucky, a young, vig- 
orous, hearty, rosy-cheeked man, as I 
remember fond. of, riding horse- 
back in the city, and wearing a South- 
ern soft slouch hat. He engaged in 
real estate. He brought some money 
with him from Kentucky, and entered 
upom the purchase of acre property in 
the suburbs, which afterward, by hold- 
ing it, made him very wealthy, as the 
city extended all over his acre property, 
which he cut up into lots and either 
sold at good prices or built houses upon 
them, which the estate has today. 

“The city then contained but 50,000 in- 
habitants, being hardly two-thirds of 
the present population of Los Angeles, 
and possessed enormously less beauty 
and evidences of civilization, and facil- 
ities of communication and comfort; yet, 
even then, it was an active, stirring, 
pushing place, and, though very crude, 
gave many indications of its future 
growth. Harrison was frequently heard 
prophesying, back in the ‘fifties’ that 
before the end of this century Chicago 
would surpass Cincinnati and St. Louis, 
and exceed half a million of inhabi- 
tants; and he confidently expected to 
live toseeit. He did live to behold three 
times that population seven years be- 
fore the termination of the century, 
and ruled, as Mayor, over a city three 
times the size of St. Louis and four 
times that of Cincinnati. 

‘“‘He was a shrewd, able man in busi- 
ness matters, and committed but few 
errors of judgment in his financial deal- 
ings. He left an estate worth be- 
tween one and two millions, and en- 
joyed an income from his investments 
of probably $100,000 a year. He spent 
2 good deal of money in acts of benev- 
olence and in assisting partisan 
friends, though he seldom signed notes 
as security for people. He told me that 
when he did hé generally had to pay 
the note, and always it made an enemy 
of the man he befriended. 

“In early life he was a Henry Clay 
Whig, and so continued till the disso- 
lution of that party, in 1854, when he 
joined the Democrats, though he never 
subscribed to their free-trade doctrines, 
but remained. a protectionist till his 
death. 

“‘He gave me, as a reason for turning 
Democrat, and voting against Fremont, 
Lincoln, Grant and others, that ‘he 
believed in State sovereignty, and was 
opposed to national centralism,’ as he 
called national sovereignty. I asked 
him how he could be a consistent Union 
man during the rebellion war if the 
States were sovereign, and, conse- 
quently, had the right to secede, as cn 
his doctrine it was unconstitutional to 
coerce sovereigns back into the Union. 
He avoided the point of the question, 
and replied that if the Abolition Repub- 
lican party had not assailed the South- 
ern slavery institution and elected Lin- 
coln on the issue that a ‘house divided 
against itself cannot stand,’ and 
that the Union must be all one thing or 
the other on slavery, the South would 
not have seceded, and there would have 
been no civil war. 

“*T called him a Calhoun-Jeff Davis dis- 
union man, and he retorted that I 
was a ‘Hamiltonian-Abe Lincoln cen- 
tralizationist.’ The fact was that Mr. 
Harrison was reared in a slave-holding 
family, and in a ‘peculiar institution’ 
community, and the virus of slavery 
was in his blood. He had his strong 
sympathies for the slaveholding South 
in spite of his Union. sentiments. Few 
men are superior to their  environ- 
ments in their ideas, sentiments and 
prejudices. 

“I observed that during the war pe- 
riod Harrison was considered one of 
the active Democratic ward  pol- 
iticans, and, while professing 
to be ae Union man, was a 
pretty That is my 
recollection of him, and.he sprang into 
notoriety immediately after the great 
fire of 1871, when he took an active 
part in the work of restoration. He 


was elected a member of the County | 


Board. He made himself useful as 
well as conspicuous in that trying pe- 
riod of the city’s history. He served 
four years in Congress between thag 
period and his first election to the may- 
oralty,. Previous to the fire I only 
remember him as an active citizen in 
private life, engaged in real estate, 
building houses, dividing up lands into 
lots, and making pleasant and rather 
happy speeches on public occasions and 
banquets. What struck me about Har- 
rison, personally, was, first, a wonder- 
fully fine physique. He was one of the 
most perfect physical samples of a man 
that I ever saw. He seemed to be a 
man that had never known an hour’s 
iliness. He had enormous activity. He 
was stranger to fatigue. He 
was always in good humor; 
ways smiling, but always in a pleas- 
ant mood. Although excitable, he came 
down very readily, and did not seem to 
be a man who carried anger or malice 
any.distance. He would receive a blow 
and strike back a hard one, but he was 
willing to. more than™meet an opponent 
half way and shake hands and make 
friends. While he and I had many a 
stiff partisan battle, we always retained 
our personal friendships. There was no 
time when we could not meet socially 
on good terms during our nearly forty 
years of acquaintance. 
COLOSSAL EGOTISM. 

‘‘You ask me what was the most prom- 
inent trait of Harrison’s character? As 
it seemed to me, it was his bound- 
less ambition and colossal egotism. 
In almost all conversations and 
speeches that he probably ever made 
the ego was manifest, and he made 
himself the center of all his conversa- 
tions with anybody and on every sub- 
ject; and yet, it was done in a way 
that seemed to be unconscious and 
not unpleasant; and while I have 
heard him hundreds of times extol 
himself, or what would seem, in an- 
other, like extolling himself, I have 
never felt offended at it, and never 
heard that anybody was offended at 
it. His friends all noticed it; they 
would laugh or smile about it, and 
called it ‘Carter-Harrisonia,’ but it 
offended nobody, and insulted nobody, 
nor made any one envious or angry, 
and yet it was always present and 
never hidden. He never pretended ‘to 
be humble or modest, never held 


himself in the tear or in the shade. | 


not el- 


It was always big I—‘Big Injun Me’— 
and yet it was not offensively done. 
HOW HE BELIEVED IN “ME.” 
“Harrison considered himself, at least 
from the time of his second election as 
Mayor, and after he had spent a term 
or two-in Congress, capable of _hold- 
ing any public position in the gift of 
the American people which they might 
be induced to confer upon him. He 
regarded himself as amply capable 
for the governorship or the presi- 
dency. He ran for Governor the same 
year that Blaine ran for President. 
He stumped the State thoroughly and 
vigorously against the most popular 
man we had in Illinois at the time, 
Gen. Oglesby, and actually cut down 


Oglesby’s majority- 12,000 in a_ bit- 
gubernatorial cam- 
paign. 


“The most of the gain, however, was 
in the city of Chicago. Most of Harri- 
son's success, I think, in life turned on 
this very egotism which I have referred 
to, his boundless faith in himself. He 
was a courageous man, I think morally 
and physically courageous. 

HE RAN WITH “THE GANG.” 

“While he catered, as it was thought, 
by a great many people, altogether too 
much to the evil elements of society 
and didn’t hold a hard enough rein on 
those disposed to violate the law and 
the city ordinances, at the same time 
he braved the displeasure of the moral 
and respectable classes. He defied them, 
and justified _ and defended his course, 
Much of his défense consisted of say- 
ing that it was impossible to make men 


moral by law, or even seemingly so, if. 


they didn’t want to be, as that was the 
business of fhe preachers, and that it 
was useless to attempt to try to stop 
public gambling, places of evil resort, 
confidence games and the swindling of 
people that would be going on. He 
justified himself by saying that these 
things could not be done by ordinance, 
and it was only the hypocritical classes 
that claimed that they could be done. 
THE DELUDED MASSES. 

‘What has been the condition of the 
laboring classes of Chicago under Hlar- 
rison’s several administrations, aS ¢Om- 
pared with their condition under the ad- 
ministrations of other mayors? Have 
they ever received any practical bene- 
fits from his election?” 

‘‘None whatever. They were flattered, 
pleased and wheedled by being coddled, 
but no industrial good ever came to 
them from Harrison’s election; the only 
result was the redistribution of the 
offices and the putting of the muni- 
cipal machinery into the hands of Har- 
rison’s supporters.”’ 

“To what extent is that class com- 
posed of aliens?’’ 

“It is nearly all composed of foreign- 
ers, naturalized and unnaturalized, in- 
cluding very few Americans or people 
who sympathized with the American 
public in those things. Unfortunately, 
you can say the majority of the voters 
of the city are not to the manor born; 
boy native Americans are in the minor- 
ty. 

A STALWART. 

“Among the striking characteristics 
of Harrison were, I would say, courage, 
persistence and audacity. He was as 
tenacious of purpose as a bulldog, and 
never would let go. He would accom- 
plish his end or know the reason, why 
he couldn’t. His fine health and phys- 
ical strength enabled him to incur 
fatigue without damage to himself. He 
would make a political campaign that 
would kill any common man and come 
out of it apparently as hearty and well 
as when he went in. 


A MAGNETIC MAN, AS THE TERM 
GOES. 

‘‘He made friends among strangers 
very rapidly. He had a wonderful fac- 
ulty of impressing himself on people 
and attaching people to him at first 
sight; and I suppose he might be 
termed a magnetic man in the political 
sense of that term, and fairly entitled 
to that credit. I have heard some 
charge him with not being true to his 
friends, but I think as politics go, that 
the charge was hardly a fair one. My 
observation was that he stood by those 
who stood by him, and exchanged the 
favors that it was in his power to 
grant. 

‘He became quite offended with Mr. 
Cleveland. He thought the President 
treated him badly after his first elec- 
tion. Harrison always claimed that he, 
as delegate to the National Convention, 
was largely influential in securing 
Cleveland’s nomination, and that Cleve- 
land requited him ungratefully and 
never gave him credit for the important 
and essential work that he had accom- 
plished for him; that he _ received 
no official recognition at his hands, and 
no thanks, and he was very sore and 
never hesitated to tell people about it. 
He poured into my listening ears the 
‘tale of woe’ two or three times, but 
still he didn’t exhibit revengful feel- 
ings. While he spoke bitterly, he did. 
not speak threateningly. 

SENATORIAL HOPES. 

“Harrison expected confidently to be 
the successor of Shelby M. Cullom in 
the United States Senate after 1894. 
His belief was that the Democrats 
would carry the Legislature next year 
at the election, as they have an enor- 
mous advantage in the apportionment 
of members of the Legislature under 
the recent Democratic gerrymander 
made for such purpose—made to secure 
a Senatorship in a Republican State— 
and Harrison had no doubt whatever 
that he would secure the election of 
Senator. I asked him the pointed ques- 
tion at my last interview with him, 
two days before I left Chicago, whether 
he expected to defeat Gov. Altgeld, who 
is also a known candidate for the same 
office. He answered me in this way: 
‘It’s too far ahead to speculate upon, 
but Altgeld ought not to be a candidate. 
His gubernatorial term will have only 
half expired when the Senatorial elec- 
tion takes place, whereas my mayoralty 
will have expired and I will again be 
a private citizen.’ ‘Well, then,’ I said, 
‘you think that Altgeld ought to remain 
in and fill out his term?’ He re- 
plied: ‘I do.’ ‘Well, then,’ I said, 
‘you intend after you get through with 
the hard labors of this office to take a 
long and quiet vacation in the ‘‘House 
of Lords,’’ I suppose, for Bix years?’ 
‘Well,’ he said, ‘it is a quiet place. 
It’s not hard to fill nowadays, (em- 
phasizing the ‘nowadays.’) 

HIS BROKEN-OFF MARRIAGE. 

“I said, ‘It will be a very pleasant 
place for that young wife of yours to 
spend your winters in Washington.’ 
And I added: ‘By the way, Harrison, 
when are you going to be married?’ 
‘Oh,’ he says, ‘in ten days, and I am go- 
ing to send you cards, and I am sorry 
you won't be present at my wedding.’ 
‘Well,’ I said, ‘I will drink a glass of 
champagne to the happy occasion if 
you will tell me at about what hour 
in the day it will come off.’ So he men- 
tioned the time. I said, ‘Where are you 
going to spend your honeymoon?’ and 
he said, ‘Oh, I suppose at home’—at his 
residence on Ashland avenue. 

“T said, ‘You had better come over to 
Los Angeles and bri your young wife 
along and spend yourshoneymoon. You 
have a great many friends over there 
and you will be -nicely treated. The 
ladv will be greatly pleased at the re- 
ception she will meet, I am quite sure. 
‘Well,’ he says, ‘I will speak to her 
about it.’ And I think he said he sus- 
pected she would want to go to Wash- 
ington later oh. He said he couldn't 
leave the city anwway, he. thought, 
much before the holidays. I said, ‘You 
had better bring her to the land of roses 
and posies and good health.’ (She had 
not been very well.) ‘It is a long jour- 
ney,’ says he, ‘but I will talk to her 
about it.’ 

THE ULTIMATE POLITICAL DISEASE. 

“T then said to Harrison jocularly, 
just before he left me: ‘You will get 


tired of the Senatorship, Harrison. 
Cleveland is in last term; he will 
never be a candidate again. There are 


no other great, popular, overshadowing 
personages in the Democratic party now 
in sight above the horizon, and you 
may be tempted to be a candidate in 
1896.’ ‘Well,’ says he—making a long 
‘well’—‘that’s too far ahead to specu- 
late upon. We will not talk about that; 
it’s too far ahead.’ He didn’t say no; 
he didn’t repel me. 
“When I congratulated him upon his 
good health after the wear and tear of 
a six months’ campaign, discharging 
the double duties of World’s Fair Com- 
missioner and the duties of the mayor- 
alty, he said, stretching his arm out 
ee a ave a dozen years of good 
work in me yet.’ ¥y 
SUMMING UP. 
“Taking Carter Harrison all around, 
in every respect, I think he was the 
most remarkable man—and I believe 
that will be the popular verdict—that 
our city has ever produced. He had 
the most individuality, and has occu. 
pied the largest place in the public 
eye and mind for the last twenty 
years. We have had a good many 
strong men, I know, but no one equal 
to him; and among all the mayors 
ever produced in the United States 
there never was a man equal to him 
in idiosyncrasies, in eccentricities, and 
in power over the masses, at the same 
time maintaining a strong personal 
popularity across party lines. The 
people liked him. While they disliked 
his actions in a good many respects, 
and thought that he hadn’t enough 
conscience —that high moral mo- 
tives in him were too feeble—at 
the same time, while they regretted 
it, they liked Harrison. He was a 
man you couldn't very well dislike, 
You might meet him in anger, and he 
would turn away your wrath, and you 
—" be friends after a ten minutes’ 


HARRISON'S PRIDE OF FAMILY. 
And then his pride of family was 
another of his peculiarities. To hun- 
peter hae hundreds of his friends and 
cquaintances he made it understood 
that he belonged to one of the great 
historic families in the United States; 
that there ran in his veins the purest 
and most patriotic crimson fluid; that 
the Harrisons of whom he was a de- 
scendant had furnished two Presidents 
that the world was not ashamed of; 
that the Harrisons had furnished sev- 
eral governors—governors in Virginia 
in old colonial times, and governors in 
Ohio; that a Harrison had signed the 
Declaration of Independence—either a 
grandfather or a granduncle of his 7 
have forgotten which he said—and 
fought in the revolution; that the 
whole Harrison blood were patriots and 
Americans to the core: that they were 
all a big-brained family and men of 
high purposes, many of them scholars, 
and none of them knaves or fools; that 
there wasn’t a spot on the escutcheons 
of any of them; that his family tree, 
he thought, was the largest and finest 
family tree in the United States, not 
even excepting the Adams tree, and he 
said they would ‘size up’ with any 
family that came over either on the 
Mayflower or any other ship.”’ 


Note from Mr. Medill. 

LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Nov. 1.—(Te 
the Editor of The Times.) I wish to 
correct a slip of the tongue in my re- 
ported interview this morning's 
Times. The error consists in saying that 
Carter Harrison held no office after that 
of County Commissioner (endingin 1874) 
until his election for Mayor, in 1879. 
What I meant was no local office, for, 
as a matter of fact, he had been elected 
twice to Congress thereafter, and was 
defeated for a third term in his dis- 
trict, consisting of West Chicago, in ~ 
1878, by Col. George R. Davis, the 
able director-general of the World’s 
Fair. -It was a hot and exciting contest, 
but Davis won by a handsome majority. 
The next year Harrison ran for Mayor, 
against Wright, and was elected, as 
stated in the interview. It was during 
his second term in Congress that he 
delivered his famous impromptu speech, 
in support of a liberal appropriation for 
the Marine Band, and in which he so 
highly eulogized the American bird of 
freedom that it gave him the sobriquet 
of “Spread Eagle Harrison’’—a nick- 
name of which he always seemed 
proud.

The Burlington Stole a 
March on Its Rivals. 


How Exhibits May Be Shipped 
to the Fair.

On October 27 T. H. Duzan, agent 
for the Burlington route in Los Ange- 
les, recefved a telegraphic notice from 
headquarters that, taking effect No- 
vember 1, the rate on beer from Chicago 
and Mississippi River points to Cali- 
fornia terminals, except San Diego, 
would be reduced from 88& cents to 75 
cents per hundred in carload lots, to be 
routed by way of the Denver and Rio 
Grande and Southern Pacific. Mr. 
Duzan notified wholesale buyers here 
and secured some business on the 
strength of the reduction, rival agents 
not having received any notification 
of the change. On the Ist inst., another 
telegram was received giving notice 
that the rate would be restored on the 
10th, as soon as it was possible under 
the law. It is not known positively 
what occasioned the brief season of 
cheap beer rates, but itis suspected that 
the Burlington action secured a large 
shipment from a Milwaukee or 8t. 
Louls brewery for the Midwinter Fair 
at San Fransisco. It was all done so 
quickly that the notice of a restoration 
of rates was received here before solicit- 


ing freight agents knew of the reduc- 
tion.

The Southern Pacific Company has

SANTA ANA IS DEAD. 


Race Mare Succumbs to Lung 
Pever. 

(San Francisco Chronicle, Monday:) 
Santa Ana is dead. She was the pride 
of the Santa Anita string, and every 
boy connected with the stable loved 
the daughter of Grinstead and Clara 
D. for her gameness and unflinching 
courage in a hard race. Several of the 
youngsters shed tears when told that 
Santa Ana had succumbed to lung 
fever. She made a game struggle to 
the ena, but the odds were all against 
the noble mare. At 1:30 o’clock yester- 

ay Santa Ana was so far gone and 

as suffering such agony that it was 
decided to end her suffering. 

Santa Ana was valued at $15,000. She 
carried the Maltese cross to victory no 
less than twenty-five times against 
some of the best horses in the country. 
She was game to the core, and was one 
of the most consistent performers that 
ever faced a starter. As a three-year- 
old, Santa Ana beat La Tosca in the 
Pocohontas stake, one mile and three- 
sixteenths, in 2:02%. She was the only 
three-year-old filly that ever succeeded 
in beating La Tosca. At Garfield Park, 
the dead mare beat the now mighty 
Rudolph in a three-quarter-mile race, 
in 1:14%. 

At Saratoga, Badge, with only 104 
pounds up, beat Santa Ana a nose in a 
one-and-a-quarter-mile race, in 2:07, 
which was the. best race ever run over 
the track at that distance. Santa Ana 
won a mile dash at Hawthorne with 
124 pounds upin the fast time of 1:41%, 
which is the best time ever made over 
the track.

THE UNEMPLOYED. 


Another Small Army Leaves San 
Francisco for the South. 


An Exciting Scene at the Ferry Landing— 
Threats Made to Capture the 
Steamer and Burn the 
_ Wharf. 


The San Francisco Chronicle of Tues- 
day says: 

“Three hundred of the unemployed 
left the city at 5 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon. The steamer Alameda of the 
Southern Pacific Company's creek-route 
ferry took them across the bay. 

“Their ultimate destination is given 
as New Orleans, where the men ex- 
press a hope that they may secure 
temporary employment, at least, on the 
cotton and sugar plantations and on 
the levees which are being built. 

‘These 300 men have been in the city 
from one to three weeks. Being unable 
to secure employment, they assembled, 
with hundreds of others, on the Sand- 
lot at Mission and Seventh streets. As 
the crowd of idle men increased, some- 
thing had to be done, so 300 banded 
themslves together to make a move. 

‘“‘An American flag was procured, and 
George Jensen, one of the number, was. 
elected standard-bearer. Then Adolph 
Hein, a young German of considerable 
intelligence, was elected captain. All 
the portable supplies which could be se- 
cured from sympathetic tradespeople 
were got together, and the small army 
made a start for Fourth and Town- 
send streets to get permission to cross 
the bay and ride on freight trains. 

“Capt. Hein and staff were granted 
an audience by .Superintendent Fill- 
more at ‘the company’s office. hey 
were referred to Superintendent ite 
at the Market-street ferries. Then ‘the 
small army moved on to the creek-route 
ferry. 

“About 4:30 o’clock Mr. White was 
taken bv storm. He immediately sent 
for Sergt. Avan and posse, and the tele- 
phone wires soon became hot along the 
water front with the summons for po- 
lice officers to go to the ferries. In the 
meantime, Capt. Hein discussed the 
situation. while the restless crowd out- 


side moved about in a determined man- | 


er. 

‘**Mr. Fillmore sent us here and said 
it was all right to cross the bay,’ said 
Hein. ‘We are some of the unemployed 
and are going to New Orleans, where 
we hope to find work in the plantations 
and on the levees.’ 

“*T have no orders to grant you 
transportation,’ answered Mr. White. 

“*We cannot swim the bay, and we 
are going on the ferry,’ said Hein, de- 
terminedly ‘Once across on the other 
side, we are sure of a ride on a freight 
train, at least. There is nothing for us 
to do in the city. Every channel cf 
employment is overcrowded, and we 
have got to make a move or starve.’ 

‘““*T guess you had better pay your 
Way across the bay,’ said Mr. White. 
‘Out of so many men there must be 
a few dollars in the crowd.’ 

“ *Well,’ said Hein, with some disgust, 
as he looked at the sleek and well-fed 
railroad agent, ‘if some of the boys 
have a couple of dollars put away, I 
admire them for it.’ 

“*The crowd outside heard that they 
had been refused passage to Oakland, 
and they began to get mad. Nearly all 
were young men, ranging in age from 
16 to 30 years. Some had good faces, 
while others had hard-drawn lines. All 
were determined, however, and threats 
of taking the steamer, tearing down 


wharf were heard. 

“Capt. Dunlevy of the harbor police 
at this juncture arrived. It did not 
take him long to settle matters. Go- 
ing to the telephone, he called up Chief 
Crowley and informed him that 300 of 
the unemployed wanted to leave the 
city. The answer came to arrange the 
matter, so Capt. Colville of the Ala- 
meda took the small army to Oakland 
at 5 o’clock. 

‘“‘According to statements made by the 
unemployed, those who departed yester- 
day will keep together as much as pos- 
sible. The passenger and freight train 
which brought them here as brake-beam 
and car-top passengers, will take them 
a@e4, in a similar manner. 

‘“**San Francisco is the worst placean 
unemployed man can come to now,’ 
said one of the army. ‘We were better 
off East, and will be glad to get back 


there as soon as we can.’”’

KNOCKED OUT 


Vanderbeck Throws Up 
the Sponge. 


No More Professional Baseball for 
This Season. 


Why the Venture Could Not Be Made 
a Success.

The Team Will Go North Under the Manage- 
ment of Umpire [icDonald—Some 
Interesting Correspon- 
dence Given. 


Baseball is again knocked out in 
Los Angeles, and the baseballists have 
departed. Manager Vanderbeck yes- 
terday disbanded the team, and, with 
the exception of Glenalvin, who headed 
for Chicago, the boys left for Sacra- 
mento under the guidance of Umpire 
McDonald. They will winter at the 
Capital City, and during their hiberna- 
tion will cross bats with the. Bostons, 
San Franciscos and Oaklands. Travel- 
ing expenses will be reduced to a min- 
imum, and in this way the boys, 


“are working on thé Co-operative plan, | 


hope to pull out even until the profes- 
sional season again begins in the East. 

Umpire. McDonald will take Glen- 
alvin’s place at second, and will man- 
age the team. .As he is an adept in 
both these positions, there is little 
doubt that this city’s “‘lost opportuni- 
ties’’ will give a good.account of them- 
selves at Sacramento. This condition 
of things was all brought about by 
the absence of about six. hundred peo- 
ple frem Athletic Park during the Oak- 
land series last week. Had the box- 
office shown $300 more receipts, this 
melancholy departure would not have 
taken place. As it was; the entire) 
gate-money for the five garnes left the 
two clubs about $100 “‘in-the hole.” 

Manager Gilbert, of the San Fran- 
ciscos, and the lessee of the Haight- 
street grounds, has been quite solic- 
itous about the success or failure of 
Vanderbeck’s latest venture. He has 
been in constant communication with 
the ‘“‘Count”’ as to the future prospects, 
etc., and when an Associated Press 
dispatch was sent North from here, 
with all the dignity due a happening 
of great magnitude, that the gate re- 
ceipts had been attached on the first 
day for the enormous sum of $13.34, 
Manager Gilbert naturally wrote to 
Manager Vanderbeck, and asked what 
it was all about. Manager Vander- 
beck yesterday answered this mo- 
mentous question, and at the same 
time pronounced the death-knell. af 
baseball in Los Angeles. In the course 
of his letter, which he graciously per- 
mits the recipient to make public, 
Manager Vanderbeck perpetrates this 
epitaph: 

“Baseball is dead here now for a 
long time, brought on by a number of 
causes, the methods of the Los An- 
geles Athletic Club and the Electric 
railway being the principal ones in 
lacing it this way.” In this same 
etter Manager Vanderbeck recalls the 
little half-hour imbroglio, which re- 
tarded the opening of his first, game 
and sent many disgusted fans home- 
ward. He mentions the little item of 
$460 due for back rent from his expur- 
gated predecessor, with ‘“hippodromic”’ 


tendencies, and the attempt to squeeze 
this small amount of loose change from 
himself on the opening-day: ‘This 
placed a damper on the sport from the 
start,’ continues Manager Vanderbeck, 
“and then this same combination owed 
bills to good patrons of the national 
game, who were disgusted.”’ 

Manager Vanderbeck is quite dis- 
creet in his letter, and, while he does 
not mention names, it is quite well 
understood that by the ‘‘combinatian”’ 
he refers to those who owe and those 
who want that $460, and that the ‘“‘good 
patrons” referred to include such per- 
sons as the Tufts people, John Brink 
and others, heretofore enthusiastic 


“fans.”” Manager Vanderbeck  con- 
cludes his ‘“‘tale of woe’ by reciting 
how a claim of $5, for advertising, 


against him, was magnified to $13.34, 
»and that by paying the larger amount 
phe’ not only obtained a receipt in full, 


but alsothe enmity of the claimant. 
Manager Vanderbeck then delivers 
himself of this peroration: ; 


“I regret very much it has turned 
out this way. I must say it surprised 
me more than any one, as I was really 
enthused over the outlook. Sincerely 
yours, G. A. VANDERBECK.” 

So the die was cast. Manager Van- 
derbeck is negotiating with the Western 
National League, which is now form- 
ing. The cities of Milwaukee, Minneap- 
olis, Kansas City, Indianapolis and To- 
‘ledo are already decided on, und 
Omaha, Columbus, O., and Detroit are 
held open. Manager Vanderbeck has 
been offered the Columbus or Detroit 
franchise, and may accept the latter. 
If he does so, his immediate presence 
in the East will be required, and, for 
that reason, he disbanded his present 
team, and, according to a t aphic 
Suggestion from Manager’ Gilbert, 
turned over the managerial ribbons to 
Umpire McDonald. 


A FEW TELEGRAMS. 

On Monday Manager Gilbert _ wired 
Vanderbeck, asking whether he sheild 
come down. The “Count” replied: ’ 

*“‘Bostons would probably draw here, 
but ’Frisco’s worse than Oakland. Think 
I had better disband, as there’s no en- 
couragement for your team’s coming 
here.”’ 

To this Manager Gilbert replied: 

“Can't you or Glenalvin take some 
town up here, say. Sacramento?’* 

Manager Vanderbeck thereupon held 
a conversation with himself as to his 
prospects in the East, and, as a result 
of his soliloquy, decided to leave Cali- 
fornia out of his repertory hereafter. 
He spoke to Glenalvin, but that gentle- 
man also decided that he had done with 
California baseball. Before, however, 
Manager Vanderbeck had communi- 
cated the final decisions of both himself 
and his right bower to Manager Gilbert, 
that gentleman again ‘‘blowed himself’ 
for a 25-word message as follows: 

“This town simply went wild yester- 
day. Big success of the Bostons mor- 
ally certain. Sure your team would 
pay in Stockton or Sacramento. Why 
not try it? Answer.”’ 

Manager Vanderbeck then sorrowfully 
enlightened Manager Gilbert that 
neither Glenalvin nor himself cared to 
zo north. This evidently set Manager 
Gilbert thinking, and he conceived the 
idea of investing McDonald with the 
managerial toga, and next day sent 
the following: 

-“Menager Barnie of the Bostons says 
that the outlook is too discouraging to 
risk a trip for the present. Your team 
had better take chances up here. See 
McDonald’s telegram in regard to the 
matter.’’ 

That settled it. Arrangements were 
immediately begun, and yesterday con- 
cluded. which put the final ‘‘kibosh”’ on 
professional baseball in Los Angeles, 
for this year. at least.

On the Opposite Side of 
the Fence. 


One of the Expected Results of Re- 
peal’s Passage. 


The Postmastership Question Becom- 
ing Troublesome. 


The Faithful Again Actively in Pursuit of

The Democratic politicians whose as- 
pirations have not yet been entirely 
choked off have been watching the 
progress of the silver fight with ex- 
treme interest. Letters to Senator 
White and Congressman Cannon, the 
latter being supposed to be now en 
rapport with the administration, have 
been frequent, and the Senator, during 
his few days’ presence here last week, 
was beseiged with callers. His unex- 
peeted departure, however, deprived 


‘+many others of the opportunity to 
Whisper a word into his éar, and, as a} 


consequence, an additional avalanche of 


atters is again en route to Washington. . 


Now that President Cleveland has 
tamed his ‘“‘team of wild horses” and 
brought them into a state of utter sub- 
mission on the silver question, politics 
are expected to look up. Those Demo- 
eratic. Senators and Representatives 
who have opposed the President’s pol- 
icy will now gradually come back into 
the fold. He will need them to pass the 
tariff bill and the elections bill and 
numerous other bills. and each such 
necessity will be met with the counter- 
necessity ot an application for some 
“No pap, 
no vote,” will be the shibboleth, and 
the pap will surely come. The silver 
question Was not a party question, and 
any digression on the part of a mem- 
ber of Congress was looked upon as 
having been bought by patronage. But 
the tariff and the election bills are as 
much a party question as public pap, so 
when Greek meets Greek, the tug is 
bound to result-in favor of ‘“‘the ras- 


‘cais’’ who want to get, in. 


In this city, the political status is 
rather disheartening to the faithful, but 
the certainty of the repeal bill’s passage 
in the House and its prompt approval 
by the team-driver woke the boys up a 
little, and they began to look more 
cheerful. They even allowed them- 
selves to talk politics, a proscribed sub- 
ject recently among themselves, and 
many of them thought they saw their 
fallen hopes revive. Knots of formerly 
powerful ward-workers and convention- 
fixers could be seen here and there, and, 
as a result, much political gossip floated 
about last night. One of these result- 
ant rumors was that Jim Mellus is now 
in Washington pushing his own claims 
for the Collectorship of the Port of Wil- 
mington. Another is to the effect that 
Mai. W. R. Burke has also gone East 
to press some one’s claims for some of- 
fice. The major was supposed to have 
been a candidate for the Collectorship, 
but was later reported to have given 
way in favor of Councilman Gaffey. 
Other Federal offices were talked about 
by the gossipers, but the most atten- 
tion was paid to. the_postmastership. 


This office seems to have become a 
bone ef serious contention recently. At 
first it was thought that Gen. Mathews 
had a ‘‘dead cinch’’ on the place, but 
later developments have disclosed the 
fact that a new Richmond has entered 
the field. Everybody who knows what 
Gen. Mathews did for the party last 
year is not surprised that his candidacy 
is indorsed by Senator White, one of 
whose able lieutenants he was during 
the fight at Sacramento. Even Martin 
Marsh. who sacrificed himself by being 
defeated for Sheriff, gave up his later 
“post official’’ aspirations in favor of 
Gen. Mathews. But all this while a 
dark horse traveling on a still hunt was 
in the field, and many people will be 
surprised to read this morning that 
John A. Weir, a real-estate agent with 
an office in the Burdick Block, is a very 
prominent candidate. 

Mr. Weir is a Democrat from way 
back—East. He has made Los Angeles 
his home since some time fore or 
during the boom, but was rmerly a 
power in local politics in Detroit. While 
there he met such distinguished gentle- 
men as ‘Flowing Sideboards’’ Don M. 
Dickinson and Private Secretary Thur- 
ber. These gentlemen are now a power 
with the administration. Mr. Weir has 
also other friends in high position, and, 
when seen yesterday by the reporter, 
seemed confident of his ultimate suc- 
cess. Mr. Weir expressed his admira- 
tion for Gen. Mathews, and magnani- 
mously stated that next to himself he 
would rather see Gen. Mathews get the 
office than any one else. Strange to 
say, the same reporter later saw Gen. 
Mathews, who likewise expressed his 
admiration for Mr. Weir, and said that 
next to himself he would rather see

saw Martin Marsh, who also said that 
next to himself he would mther see 
Gen. Mathews get the office than any 
one else. Mr. Marsh did not know that 
Mr. Weir was a candidate, and further 
said that he (Marsh) was not an active 
candidate himself, in the full sense of 
the term. .Gen. Mathews, from his con- 
versation, seemed to share in the gen- 
eral belief that Mr. Marsh had retired 
from the race, and, from Mr. Weir's 
conversation, it seems that he also 
shares Gen. Mathews’s belief in this re- 
spect. Thus it appears that there is 
a sort of tacit misunderstanding all 
around, except on one point, and that 
is, that each candidate, next to himself, 
would rather see a certain other get 
the office than any one else.

A PECULIAR POSITION. 


What the Appointment of Justice Horn- 
blower May Lead To. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of Mon- 
day says: 

“The failure of the Federal Senate 
to confirm the appointment of Judge 
Hornblower of New York, as Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court, is caus- 
ing no end of speculation in this city. 
A prominent attorney declared yester- 
day that no appointment made to the 
Supreme Court in years had_ been 
fraught with so much importance to 
the entire country, and to California 
in particular. 

“*As a matter of fact,’ said the at- 
torney, ‘Judge Hornblower stands in a 
most peculiar position, and the con- 
firmation of his appointment may lead 
to grave consequences. His elevation 
to the Supreme bench may very possi- 
bly lead to the overturning of two very 
important principles recently decided by 
the Supreme Court. One of these prin- 
ciples is involved in the great Chicago 
water-front case: the other in the de- 
cision of the court sustaining the Geary 
act, in which it was declared that the 
government, in the exercise of its sov- 
ereign power, not only to exclude aliens 
from American territory, but also to 
expel and deport any alien already here 
whose presence may be distasteful and 
undesirable. 

‘“*In both of these cases it will be 
remembered that the court was very 
closely divided, five justices concurring 
in the opinions and four justices dis- 
senting. One of ‘the five justices was 
Justice Blatchford, now deceased, #nd 
Judge Hornblower has been named by 
the President as his successor. His vote

The Anaheim Bank Matter Settled by 
Consent. 


Judge Shaw Makes an Order to Restrain the 
Institution from Doing Further 
Business—The Trial of 
May Meyers. 


An aggregation of legal talent will be 
on hand this morning in Judge Clark’s 
court to proceed with the hearing in 
the contest on the will of Luca Sciscich.

When old man Sciscich, on July 15 
last, fired two shots into the body of his 
wife while ina fit of jealousy, and then, 
turning the muzzle of the gun upon 
himself, sent a shot crashing through 
his own brain, producing almost instant 
death, he left no children surviving 
him. A little child, the son of his. wife 
by a former husband, however, sur- 
vived the ill-fated pair. 

On July 18, before the remains of th® 
dead man and his wife were hardly cold 
in the grave, John L. Sciscich, a nephew 
of Luca Sciscich, filed a petition to be 
granted letters Of administration in the 
estate, or rather that J. J. Rodriquez 
be appointed special ~ administrator. 
Wells, Monroe & Lee represented the 
petitioner in this case. 

On July 20 Bishop Mora, through Mc- 
Lachlan & York,put in a petition, ac- 
companied by a copy of a will dated 
April 3, 1888, which bequeathed the es- 
tate of the deceased, valued at $50,000, 
to the two sisters of Sciscich, residents 
of Austria. 

It was asked that this will be ad- 
mitted to probate. 

This was not all. On August 14, J. 5. 
Pavkovich, represented by Henry T. 
Gage, J. Marion Brooks and L. 8. Foley, 
presented and filed another petition, 
asking that, in behalf of his ward, the 
son of Mrs. Sciscich, the following will 
be probated: 

“LOS ANGELES, CAL., July 14, 1893. 

“I give all my property to son Paul. 
All other wills no good 

“LUCA SCISCICH.” 

In the last-named petition it was 
stated that the original of the will had 
been lost, but that the above was a 
true and exact copy of it. 

Now Messrs. Gage, Brooks and Foley 
are intersted, first in proving that the 
last will was genuine, or, in event of 
failure to do this, that Mrs. Sciscich 
survived her husband for at least a 
few moments, and so transmitted to her 
son the right of possession to one-half 
of the estate. 

On the other hand, Wells, Monroe & 
Lee will urge that the will dated April 
3. 1888, for probate, cutting off the in- 
fant stepson from any property, and 
McLachlan & York will present the 
claims of the nephew with a like end 
in view. Altogether the case is one of 
the mest complicated that has encum- 


é

bered the Probate Court for many 
months. 

The case of the Attorney-General and 
the State bank commissioners against 
the Bank of Anaheim came up before 
Judge Shaw yesterday, all the defend- 
ants having filed answers to the com- 
plaint. 

The answer of W. S. Bartlett showed 
that he did not become a director of 
the bank or have anything to do with 
it until after it had ceased to do busi- 
ness, September 8, 1893, and the answers 
of the two other directors, George V. 
Horr and A. Rimpau, showed that they 
were only elected directors on the 9th 
day of August last, since which time 
the bank had practically done no busi- 
ness. The answer of Plez James, the 
ex-president, fully absolved all the 
other directors from responsibility for 
the insolvent condition of the bank, 
and set forth that the insolvency of 
the institution was solely due to the in- 
investments of the corporation’s money 
made by him, ‘“‘and that at the time 
said investments were made this de- 
fendant believed they were safe and 
would be profitable.’’ 

All the defendants concurred in the 
prayer of plaintiffs’ complaint, and the 
court made its order enjoining and pro- 
hibiting the corporation from transact- 


ing any further business; directing the , 


bank commissioners to take such pro- 
ceedings against the corporation as 
might be decided upon by the creditors 
and appointing W. S. Bartlett_to take 
the custody of, and preserve all, the 
assets and property of the bank, under 
the direction’ and control of the com- 
missioners, thus confirming the appoint- 
ment heretofore made by the commis- 
sioners. 

The formal order entered in the case 
was as follows: 

“This action coming on regularly this 
first day of November, 1893, to be heard 
before the court without a jury, the 
plaintiff being represented by W. H. 


H. Hart, Attorney-General, and Mc- 
Lachlan & York, Esq., and -the 
defendant Bank of Anaheim, be- 


ing represented by Richard Melrose, 
the defendant, W. S. Bartlett, by the 
Same counsel, and all of the other de- 
fendants appearing in person, and it 
appearing to the court that all of the 
defendants have consented that the 
prayer of plaintiffs’s complaint should 
be granted, and findings of fact being 
ddly waived by all parties, and, in the 
opinion of the court, it appearing that 
it is unsafe for the partiés interested, 
and for said corporation that the bank 
continue to transact business, and that 
said corporation is insolvent. 

“It is ordered, adjudged and decreed 
that said corporation be, and the same 
“is hereby enjoined and prohibited from 
transacting any further business as 
such corporation, and that an injunc- 
tion issued herein under the seal of 
the clerk of this court, directed to said 
Bank of Anaheim, that the bank com- 
missioners of the State and the At- 
torney-General shall cause said injunc- 
tion to be served according to law. 

‘‘And it is further ordered that said 
bank commissioners of the State take 
such proceedings against said bank as 
may be decided upon by its creditors; 
and that until the meeting of such credi- 
tors and their directions being given 
to said commissioners, that the de- 
fendant, “W. S. Bartlett, president of 
the bank, take the custedy of and 
preserve all the assets of the bank 
under the direction and control of the 
bank commissioners.’’

license, it was necessary that both sides 
be heard on the question. . 

Luy, the applicant for the license, | 
first testified that he had always Kept | 
an orderly house at his place, which 
is known as Stumps,” and that.

A Bold Burglar Repulsed by a 
Plucky Woman. 


Given the Contents of a Double-barreled 
Shotgun at Short Range—Suit for 
Damages — The Pierce 
Trial—Brevities. 


That San Bernardino has another 
plucky woman, in the person of Mrs. 
O. A. Davis, was demonstrated on 
Tuesday evening, when a burglar en- 
tered the house, where she was with 
her child. It was at her home on I 
street, and Mrs. Davis was lying upon 
the bed, at 8 o’clock, putting the baby 
to sleep, when she thought she heard 
a noise in the direction of the kitchen.
